Good  teachers  have  been  provided  tor  the 
Bible  study  classes,  persons  who  have  a  mes¬ 
sage  of  potential  value  to  students.  Apparent¬ 
ly  the  root  of  the  trouble  is  not  there.  I® 

the  student  overburdened  by  religious  obliga¬ 
tions  if  he  attempts  to  attend  all  the  services 
conducted  on  the  campus?  Is  he  too  pressed 
for  time  to  spare  one  hour  every  Sunday 
morning  for  Bible  study?  After  a  relative 
consideration  of  values,  it  would  seem  that 
neither  of  these  excuses  constitute  a  real- 

cause. 

Does  it  not  follow,  then,  that  tbe  reason 
for  failure  to  attend  Bible  study  classes  must 
be  traced  back  to  an  utter  luck  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  student?
